Hard a8 18 the labor of the cotton
plantution hands, they do some extrn
work willingly for Thauksgiving ny
for gevernl weeks beforehand. It is n
sure sign of the appronch of Thunks-
giving dny when one sights here and
there through the woods the bobbing,
smoking pine torches that lght the
way for n dozen black, shining, griv
ning fuces. It Is the nsual hunt for AMr,
Possum that keeps them from thelr
beds, and makes them scramble
through thickets, jump ditches and
willow through marshes,

For scvernl nlghis the woods for
miles avound the paitation are the
scene of night activities, It Is eusy
enough to find the trall of a "possum,
aud when onee located the dogs lend
a running, howling bund In the hunt.
